General Diaz undoubtedly will make 
his home in Spain, probably at Ma- I 
drid,

King Alfonso conferred upon him a j 
title and made him an honorary gen­ 
eral of the Spanish army.

Diaz was made a lady in wilting to 
the Spanish queen. 
So carefully were the arrangements

until train time. 
Secrecy was due less 
to apprehension of a popular outburst 
here than to a desire to reach 
Cruz without the fact being known to 
marauding bands along the route.
